FEDERALS ARE EXPECTED IN SHORT TIME TO

OCCUPY THE LATE REBEL CAPITAL.

Rebels Leave Their Wounded and Sick Behind A Rebel
Guard Left to "Protect" the Town, Starts Looting

the Custom House Civilian Police Preserve Or-

der Saloons Are Closed Traffic to Juarez
Held Up by United States Troops.

Western officials had no information of the presence of federals that near tie oty,
but they had heard that rebels were there as late as Thursday night. It is there-

fore uncertain when the federals will reach Juarez.
In departing, Gen. Pascual Orozco, the rebel chief, left 200 men behind to pre--

serve order unui tne leaerais sauuiu unc, iuu o - - b . , -- --

Jose Orozco took 150 of the men and went northwest along the nver, to a. point
almost opposite the El Paso smelter, leaving but 50 men in Juarez. These 50 men
began looting the custom house of its furniture and other possessions, during the
morning, and American consul T. D. Edwards and German consul Max "Weber called

a meeting of the Juarez business men and arrangements were put under way at
once to protect the city. Benito Aldaz was selected as chief of police and 22 men
were secured to preserve order under his direction. The saloon men, who had
opened their places, were persuaded to close for their own protection and most of

the merchants dosed.
THE I.00TIKG STOPS. ,

The provisional police soon stopped the looting of the federal building, which
was the only place that had been touched, except some liquors taken from the
American dance hall. Carpets, chairs, rugs, typewriters, tables and desks had been
carried out. but most of these were recovered and returned to the building or held
at the police station as evidence against the looters. Two women and several men
were locked up. These prisoners constitute the sole occupants of the Juarez jail,
as the rebels opened the jail and released all prisoners Thursday evening before
leaving.

The rebel guards had all ridden out of Juarez by noon and only their wounded
and sick remained behina, under care of Dr. Wilson.

Before departing. Gen. Orozco sent word to Gen. E. Z. Steever, commanding
the United States troops and- - the department of Texas, that he was about to de-

part, but was'leavinga guard to protect-th- e city until the federals should arrive.
OROZCO REMAINS UP ALL NIGHT.

Orozco himself is said to have left the late revolutionary capital about 3 oclcck
Friday morning, departing with the last train, accompanied by his staff. He re-

mained up all night directing the loading of his men and of their supplies and
equipment, and kept guards posted throughout the city to maintain order, prevent
looting and guard against incendiarism. Guards at the bridges were pulled off early
in the evening, at which the United States troops stopped traffic between the two
towns, a measure which was kept in effect throughout Friday. The troops at the
bridges did not permit anyone to cross into Juarez from El Paso without a pass-
port signed by the Mexican consul in El Paso, although the street cars continued to
operate between the two towns. People coming from Juarez were closely scrutinized
and made to prove their identity before they were permitted to come to this side
of the line. Early Friday morning, a drunk rebel, heavily armed, stopped one of
the cars in Calle Comerdo and made the motonnan cry "Viva Orozco."

Federal troops, moving along the
Mexico North Western railway to the
southwest, are ready to enter Juarez
now that the last rebel soldier has
gone.

This amicable arrangement Is made
to prevent a repetition of the battle
of Juarez of the Madero revolution,
when El Paso was showered with bul-
lets. Gen. Pascual Orozco. the rebel
commanderinchief, had promised that j

there would be no fighting In Juarez.
But just now he is engaged in a prob-
lem to work his way out of the trap
in which the federals have placed him.
He is practically surrounded with gov-
ernment forces on the south and west-Say- s

Federals Are Coming.
Mexican consul Uorente says he ex-

pects the federals will arrive in Juarez
over the Mexico North Western by
Sdturdav or bv Sundav at the latest- -

He sald'he expected the advance guard
! was now north of Guzman.
I Gen. E. Z. Steever. commander of the
department, stated Friday morning
that his advices were to the effect that
the federals, en route to Juarez, had
not reached uuzman.

Consul I.lorente said that notwiths-
tanding the destruction by the rebels
of all records of the custom house, he
had duplicate of them and that all per-
sons who had imported stuff into Mexi-
co during the rebel regime, would be
held to strict accountability by the fed-
eral government and forced to repay
to the federal government all duties.

The rebels announce that they are
going to Sonora. but military strate-
gists do not see how Orozco can ex-

pect to escape Into Sonora, unless he
believes the federals are so scattered
along the Mexico North Western that
he can break through them. If he is
prevented from breaking through that
way, the only course left to him seems
eastward Into Coahuila.

Rebel Join Col. Carnvco.
The rebel forces go first to join Col.

M. Caraveo, who with a group said to
number 1500. has been stationed south
of Juarez along the Mexican Central
line.

The evacuation of Juarez was order-
ly. Two trains departed during the

night, carrying on each about 400 men.
Gen. Orozco remained in Juarez until
the last with a scant 200 follow-
ers of what was a group of more than
10W men. Which direction Orozco
would take to avoid or give battle to
the weakest wing of the federal ad-
vance was not announced.

As the saloons all kept open during
the night, many of them were forced
to surrender free drinks to the thirsty
rebels, but that was all the damage
done.

Consul Llorente received, advices
Friday morning from Chihuahua City
that Juan N. Medina would not be per-
mitted to serve as the mayor of Juarez
when the federals take charge, but
that Dr. Luis de la Garza Cardenas
would be sent to Juarez as soon as
possible to take charge of the place.
Medina, who was once elected to the
office of mayor of Juaxez, was ousted
by the state legislature, at the behest
of governor Gonzales, and is to be kept
out now, although it was believed for
a time that he would be the new mayor
of Juarez.

Suspension of Guarantees.
Coupled with the military move on

the part of the federal government is
the political blow, effective on August
25, in the suspension of guarantees.
On that day the federal government
will guarantee no trial to prisoners oi
war. Until that time, the rebels may
accept amnesty from the federal gov-
ernment, being promised no penalty if
they lay down their arms. While the
amnesty Is confuspd with armistice by
many of the rebel soldiers, It is be-
lieved the near date of the suspension
of guarantees will play some part in
the condition through the territory In
arms.

The situation throughout Mexico,
however, does not indicate the nossl- -

I bility of Immediate peace in any event.
Gens. Inez Saiazar ana Antonio Kojas.
Oroaco's former rlghthand counselmen.
are moving west, and Rojas is far
in the interior of Sonora. at last re-

ports making for the west coast. To
